GHI Board Deliberates

At the regular board meeting 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., on April 
13, half a dozen requests were re¬ 
ceived from members asking for 
special exceptions from one regula¬ 
tion or another. These requests 
were related to garage use, shed 
building, loans for remodeling, 
running a home business, etc. All 
were either denied or held for fur¬ 
ther study. 

Gordon Allen, attending as a vis¬ 
itor, raised the question about the 
clause in the townhouse contract 
setting up a formula for the cor 
poration equity. In particular, he 
criticized basing the accrual on an 
installment rate which is calculat¬ 
ed on the unpaid balance (rather 
than a simple interest rate). He 
was advised that this matter be 
taken up with management. 

A report was submitted by the 
Ad-hoc Committee on Membership 
Standards, headed by Director Da¬ 
vid Lange. This committee was set 
up last summer to review the cri¬ 
teria (good character and financial 
responsibility) for GHI member¬ 
ship, and to provide guide lines for 
the use of the board and the staff 
in applying these criteria. The 
committee had obtained an opinion 
from GHI’s attorney to the effect 
that although the directors are 
barred under the by-laws from 
considering anyone for membership 
who does not meet the establish¬ 
ed criteria, this does not imply 
"any restriction on the sound dis¬ 
cretion of the board of directors 
in rejecting an application for 
membership." 

Other Matters 

Other matters considered by the 
ad-hoc committee included respon¬ 
sibilities of members for mainten¬ 
ance, child care arrangements, 
non-occupant membership, and the 
length of time required to process 
an application. Discussion was leng¬ 
thy and sometimes heated, with di¬ 
rector Tom White objecting strong¬ 
ly to committee recommendations 
for investigating applications 
(“snooping” according to White). 
As agreement appeared unlikely 
and the committee needed more 
time to complete its review, pres¬ 
ident Nathan Shinderman finally 
continued consideration of the re¬ 
port to the next meeting. 

Another ad-hoc committee was 
appointed by president Shinder¬ 
man to draft a reply to the De¬ 
partment of Water Resources in 
regard to the Greenbriar sewage 
plant. Director White refused to 
serve on this committee, remark¬ 
ing angrily that his committee 
(Government Affairs) had already 
made its report and that it had 
been disregarded and denigrated, 
and that there was nothing more he 
personally could do on the sewage 
plant question. He then left the 
meeting abruptly. 

President Shinderman noted that 
a committee report does not re - 
lieve the board of its responsibility 
for decisions, and that the board 
is not bound to approve a commit¬ 
tee recommendation. He then ap¬ 
pointed others to the drafting com 
mittee, specified the materials that 
should be made available to them, 
and adjourned the meeting.

Fast Action On 
New Oil Spill 

A new oil spill, threatening the 
lake by way of the feeder stream 
from the Center area, was dis¬ 
covered on April 12. The Public 
Works Dept., with much experience 
in this kind of crisis, immediately 
erected a darn across the stream 
to catch the oil and sprinkled the 
surface of the water behind the dam 
with absorbent plastic material to 
soak up as much as possible of the 
pollutant. 

Although a very heavy rain that 
night raised the water level over the 
dam, most oil had already been ab¬ 
sorbed and did little actual damage 
to the lake surface. The plastic 
material, however, was carried by 
currents to the bay area of the 
lake, where it had to be cleaned 
away on the following day. 

Attribution of responsibility for 
the spill has not been made, al¬ 
though the source has been located. 
The leak was traced to a pipe dis¬ 
connected from a furnace that heats 
some of the buildings, in the com¬ 
mercial center. The furnace is lo¬ 
cated in a room beneath Tanner’s 
cleaners. A workman who had dis¬ 
connected the pipe had bent its end 
in an apparent attempt to seal it; 
but since the oil in the tank was 
under pressure, this primitive me¬ 
thod of sealing was inadequate, and 
the oil flowed into a storm drain 
and thence into the stream leading 
to the lake. 

The city has not yet determined 
whether the workman who discon¬ 
nected the pipe was employed by 
the owner of the property or by the 
fuel oil distributor. When this in¬ 
formation can be ascertained, the 
city will bill the party involved for 
the costs of cleaning up the pollu¬ 
tion. 


CO. CIVIC FEDERATION 
ASK HARTZOG REMOVAL 

The Prince Georges County Civ¬ 
ic Federation has asked Interior 
Secretary Rogers Morton to remove 
National Park Service Director Ge¬ 
orge Hartzog for his proposed swap 
of Greenbelt Federal Park for land 
at Marshall Hall across the river 
from Mount Vernon. Hartzog had 
negotiated the controversial land 
swap with Joseph Goldstein, broth¬ 
er of the Maryland Comptroller. 
Goldstein has been charged with 
trying to force the Department of 
the Interior to purchase scenic 
rights to his land across from 
Mount Vernon by systematically 
cutting down a number of shoreline 
trees each day. 

Park Service Director Hartzog’s 
proposal would allow Goldstein to 
develop Greenbelt Federal Park as 
a private amusement center in re¬ 
turn for Marshall Hall land. Civic 
Federation Secretary Margo Jan- 
sohn in her letter to Interior Sec¬ 
retary Morton said: 

“In this instance, Mr. Hartzog, 
without a public hearing, and with¬ 
out consulting the residents of 
Greenbelt, Berwyn Heights, Col¬ 
lege Park, New Carrollton, or Lan- 
ham, was willing to give away hun¬ 
dreds of acres of valuable natural 
open space in a dense urban area 
worth much more th^n the 
land to be given up by Mr. Gold¬ 
stein. On the basis of this shocking 
action, we urge that Mr. Hartzog be 
removed as Director of the Nation¬ 
al Park Service.” 


Council Deals With Various 
Items, Sets Budget Hearing

A miscellaneous agenda dealing with such matters as road¬ 
ways, sidewalks, sanctuaries, and cemeteries featured city council’s 
relatively brief meeting on Monday, April 17. Council also set 
May 22 for its public hearing on the 1972-73 city budget and sched¬ 
uled the first in a series of reviews of departmental budgets (public 


works or recreation) for Monday, 
adopted by June 10. 

The council amended and put off 
for final passage until its next 
meeting on May 1 a resolution ac¬ 
cepting into the city street system 
the Cherrywood Lane four-cell box 
culvert improvements. The amend¬ 
ment specified that the resolution 
would not constitute an assumption 
of responsibility by the city for the 
street approachways (which have 
yet to be built). City manager 
James Giese said that the resolu¬ 
tion only assumes maintenance re¬ 
sponsibility by the city for the box 
culvert and a storm drainage chan¬ 
nel that was approved in the vicin¬ 
ity. 

Giese made clear that no further 
work is being done by the city as 
part of the special assessment im¬ 
provement. The construction of a 
street across the culvert is to be 
done by the developer (Springhill 
Lake Associates). Giese said that 
the city will establish requirements 
to assure the control of soil run-off 
on the street right-of-way. 

The resolution also provides for 
the levying of a special assess¬ 
ment in the amount of $184,184 up¬ 
on Springhill Lake Associates, the 
benefiting property owner, to cov¬ 
er the cost of the special improve¬ 
ment. 

Crescent Road Sidewalk 

The council approved investiga¬ 
tion of a proposal for construc¬ 
tion of a small asphalt curb along 
the Crescent Road sidewalk going 
from Parkway to St. Hugh’s. It is 
hoped that this curb would channel 
the water flowing off the street 
alongside the sidewalk to the fire¬ 
house driveway, rather than across 
the sidewalk. 

The problem has been that the 
sidewalk was constructed below the 
level of the street, causing gravel 
and dirt to wash down from the 
streets and shoulders onto the side¬ 
walk and creating a hazardous sur¬ 
face. One approach is to raise the 
level of the sidewalk, a procedure 
that would cost an estimated $2,500. 

Eventually, the city hopes to cut 
down the hump in the street in 
front of St. Hugh’s rectory. The 
cost of this project is an estimated 
$27,000. 

Cemetery 

Council decided to continue the 
moratorium on the sale of ceme¬ 
tery plots until it received the rec¬ 
ommendations of the city manager. 
Exceptions to the moratorium would 
be allowed for immediate deaths. 
The cemetery is a 1-acre tract in 
the center of the 3-acre Federal 


CITY NOTES 

Nine and a half tons of paper 
were collected on April 14, the first 
Friday since weekly collections were 
authorized by the city council. 

The Public Works crew resur¬ 
faced (the road leading from 7 court 
of Southway to the Little League 
diamond at McDonald Field. The 
original roadway was concrete, 
which had cracked, permitting wa - 
ter to flow under the pavement and 
on to the surface of the ballfield. 
It was hoped that the asphalt re¬ 
surfacing would seal such cracks 
and eliminate the drainage problem. 

Another drainage problem was 
corrected when a swale along Gar ¬ 
denway at Ridge was improved, 
certain portions being paved with 
asphalt. Asphalt was also used for 
street patching at various loca¬ 
tions. 

The pedestrian path along Cre¬ 
scent Rd. to St. Hugh’s was cleaned 
of stones and other debris accum 
ulated over the winter. 

All school flashing signals are 
now operating. 

The city reports that special 
trash pickup requests have been 
especially heavy during recent 
weeks. The same holds true for de¬ 
posits at the trash trailer behind 
the fire station. 


April 24. The budget must be 

deeded property near the State 
Roads Commission building. There 
is space for about 168 persons in 
the cemetery. Seventy-two plots 
have been sold, of which about a 
fourth have been used. 

Youth Center 

Council agreed to place on next 
meeting’s agenda the question of 
renaming the Greenbelt Youth Cen¬ 
ter. Mayor Dick Pilski brought the 
subject up because he was disturb¬ 
ed that management's news re¬ 
leases had started to call the build¬ 
ing the Braden Field Recreation 
Center, without consulting council. 

Giese said that the recreation de¬ 
partment was trying to clarify the 
location of the building for the pub¬ 
lic. He also noted that the new ad¬ 
dition to the building provides fa¬ 
cilities for the aged and is called , 
Recreation Center addition. 

Wildlife Sanctuary 

Council moved that the city main¬ 
tain a wildlife sanctuary in the 
Greenbelt Lake Park covering the 
full width of the park between the 
city driveway at St. Hugh’s and the 
point of the peninsula, plus the 
woods between Crescent Road and 
the park path from the point of the 
peninsula to the present group pic¬ 
nic area. 

The action was temporary, pend¬ 
ing the adoption of a Lake Park 
Master Plan. The key feature of 
the sanctuary is the need to pre 
serve the natural habitat of wildlife 
by not cutting down trees (even 
dead ones) or clearing away un¬ 
derbrush. 

Giese agreed with the resolution, 
but expressed some doubts that the 
size and location of the area would 
eventually permit the type of wild¬ 
life sanctuary that advocates have 
in mind. 

Oil Spill 

Concerned over reports of oil 
spills in Greenbelt Lake, the coun¬ 
cil at council member Rhea Co¬ 
hen’s suggestion directed the city 
manager to investigate and ex¬ 
periment with the installation of 
permanent floating devices to trap 
oil at critical points in the storm 
drainage system at all inlets to the 
lake and at the lake spillway. 

Housing Formula 

Council accepted a formula wor¬ 
ked out by the Council of Govern¬ 
ments for Greenbelt’s share of low- 
cost housing for low-income people 
in the metropolitan area — 6/10 of 
1 % or about 200 units. This is a 
5-lyear goal for such Federally- 
subsidized housing. The specfiic 
sites for such housing are left to 
the determination of local officials. 

Council member Betty Maffay 
was concerned about whether such 
areas would result in undue con ¬ 
centration of low-income people. 
Mayor Pilski, however, said that he 
was not fearful of such consequen¬ 
ces, citing the past history of 
Greenbelt with its subsequent up¬ 
grading from its low-cost housing 
origins. He also noted that this 
housing could be used for elderly 
housing projects. 

Regional Park 

Council turned down a motion by 
Mrs. Cohen to request the Depart ¬ 
ment of Interior to remove the di 
rector of the National Park Serv 
ice; George Hartzog, for his partic¬ 
ipation in the aborted proposal to 
swap Marshall Hall amusement 
park land for acreage in the Green¬ 
belt Regional Park. 

The majority of council felt that 
Mr. Herzog had been sufficiently 
chastized by the avalanche of let¬ 
ters from Greenbelt, surrounding 
communities and concerned local 
agencies, and may have learned his 
lesson. They felt that such a move 
might do more harm than good 
with Interior top officials, who have 
already indicated their support of 
the Greenbelt position and who 
might resent this kind of “vindic- 
itiveness,” 
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Escalating The War 

To the Editor: 

Once again the war in Vietnam 
escalates, on the supposition that 
this time, unlike all previous fail¬ 
ures, it will lead to military victory. 

American Air and Naval Forces 
in Vietnam are increasing. 

Bombing of Hanoi and Haiphong 
are more extensive than in 1968. 
B-52 Bombers are being used there 
for the first time. 

The Paris Peace Talks have been 
cancelled by President Nixon. 

High war taxes continue and will 
also escalate. 

Massive anti-war activities made 
President Johnson afraid to face 
the country in 1968 and led to the 
end of the bombing of North Vi¬ 
etnam and to the start of the Peace 
Talks. In 1970, massive opposition 
to the invasion of Cambodia caus 
ed Nixon to cut short the invasion. 

However, as the public and the 
protests quieted down, lulled by the 
gradual troop withdrawal, Nixon 
began widening the war. The TJ.S. 
aerial war spread into Laos and 
Cambodia with American Advisors 
for ground troops (remember Vi 
etnam in the 1950 r s). Bombing of 
North and South Vietnam was step¬ 
ped up. Now we see the culmina¬ 
tion of Nixon’s policy massive 
bombing of North Vietnam and talk 
of a Naval blockade of that coun¬ 
try. 

This new escalation must be met 
by equally massive opposition 
throughout the country. This suc¬ 
ceeded twice before and it will suc¬ 
ceed again if intense enough. We 
cannot afford to become tired, frus¬ 
trated or disgusted. We will be af¬ 
fected by the consequences even 
more seriously if we ignore the 
warlike acts of President Nixon. 

Our goal must be: End the 
Bombing — End all American In¬ 
tervention in Vietnam — men, 
planes, ships and money NOW.

In addition to demanding an end 
to the bombing, members of Cong 
ress should be told to become spon¬ 
sors of and to support S3409, the 
Gravel-Mondale Bill to cut off all 
funds for any U.S. military action 
in Southeast Asia, except for re¬ 
moving troops and obtaining the 
release of POW’s. 

We must not be misled any more 
by Nixon’s scheme to reduce Am¬ 
erican battle casualties, and there¬ 
by quiet public protest. At the same 
time he increases death and de¬ 
struction to the Vietnamese, widens 
the war to other countries, and in¬ 
creases our Air and Naval attacks. 
That is not a policy for ending the 
war. Either we get out and let the 
Vietnamese settle their problem or 
we will be fighting there forever. 

President Nixon has shown that 
we cannot depend upon him to end 
the war. It is up to us.

But for me, Leaving the country 
would be futile. I feel I should stay 
here and try to stop the war, and 
to try to get us off the backs of 
the people in the rest of the world.

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Report On Court 
Parent Program 

The Court Parent Program is in 
its fourth year in Greenbelt. It is a 
program designed to protect our 
children in event of injury, moles¬ 
tation, or any other problem that 
may arise where a child needs help. 
Parents or interested persons vol¬ 
unteer to put a court parent sign in 
their window where children may 
easily see it. In event of injury, 
and a child cannot get home, he 
is told to go to a home where there 
is a “helping hand" sign in the 
window. Persons displaying the 
signs have been checked out by the 
Police Department. The court par¬ 
ents immediately notify the parents 
by phone. If they cannot be reach¬ 
ed, the rescue squad or police would 
then be called, depending on the 
problem. Elementary school child¬ 
ren have been shown the sign in 
school and have been told by their 
teachers what the sign is for. Par¬ 
ents should also explain the pro¬ 
gram to their children and famil¬ 
iarize them with the homes where 
court parents are located on their 
way to and from school. 

The Court Parent Program works 
with the cooperation of the Green- 
belt elementary school P.T.A/s, po¬ 
lice department, and other nearby 
parent-teacher associations. The 
purpose of the plan is not only to 
act as the eyes and ears of the po¬ 
lice, but to provide instant recog¬ 
nizable help for any troubled young¬ 
ster. Court parents are not a pri¬ 
vate force, they only request help 
from the authorities, and they are 
not medical technicians (they are 
prohibited from rendering any sort 
of treatment except in extreme em¬ 
ergency). 

The street signs we had posted 
at the entrances to Greenbelt did 
not hold up in bad weather, but 
more are going to be made as soon 
as funds can be obtained. New 
house signs are also being printed 
and will be delivered to those who 
need them. 

We have lost a number of court 
parents due to people mo\ing out 
of the area Volunteers are needed 
from all aras of Greenbelt. Anyone 
mushing to volunteer for this im¬ 
portant program may call Mrs.
